Made Out Against Powers Than 
Before. 



New Witnesses Reveal All the 
Details of the Con- 
spiracy. 



Georgetown, Ky., October 19. -- 
Sensational testimony waa intro- 
duced in the trial of Caleb Powers 
yesterday. One after another were 
presented, witnesses who laid bare 
to the jury in a more concise and 
connected form than in any of the 
previous trials the detnilH of the 
conspiracy alleged. W. H. Culton 
told of early plotting and of plans 
to start a general shooting in the 
Senate chamber, in which Goebel 
and other Democrats *ere to be 
killed, but this was called off by 
Charles Finley on the day decided 
upon. Finley said: "Culton don't 
start the trouble to day. Gen. Duke 
says other arrangements have boen 
made to settle the matter." Former 
Chief Justice Hazelrigg teati fied that 
Leander Guffy, son of JuMiceGuffy, 
warned him at 10 o'clock oc the 
day Goebel was shot that "the boys 
had decided the night before to kill 
him" (Ha/elrigg). Sherman Stiv- 
ers, who was a Republican assistant 
postmaster at Paris, testified that 
Postmaster John L. Bosky had 
told him on his return from Frank- 
fort four days before the assassina- 
tion that "we have arranged to raid 
the Kentucky Senate to-morrow," 
and that Goebel, among others, 
would be killed and that live trust- 
ed men had been se/rurcd to do the 
work. The next day Bosley told 
him the plan was abandoned be- 
cause the presence of deputy sher- 
iffs made it impossible to get the 
men in the chamber, and that "we 
have arranged another plan.'' 
Sherman Stivers was corroborated 
by his brother Rufus, also an em- 
ploye of the Paris post-ofHee and a 
friend ot Bosley. The testimony 
adduced yesterday implicated all 
the men under indictment and oth- 
ers. The Commonwealth will rest 
its case to day. The defense moved 
to abandon the night sessions ot 
account of Power's health, but tbi 
affidavit was neither sworn to noi 
signed by the attorneys, and Judgi 
CantrlH over-ruled it.

Big Fish Reels a Lot to Eat Even If Rot 
Very Well.

about 30 big clams daily and is fill- 
ing pretty chipper. 

Thirty big clams are not very much 
for so big a fish. It could eat 100 big 
Ones or 500 Little Necks, but 110 clams 
ate enongf) to keep it a-going here ia 
captivity, where it can have virtually 
no exercise; and, moreover, it is stead- 
ily increasing its con-umption of food. 
This sturgeon's predecessor in the 
tfurgeon pool, which was eight feet 
long and Weighed 800 pounds when it 
died, used to eat when it was feeling 
well a gallon and a half of food daily, 
consisting of about 60 big dam*, the 
Mat Oi the measure being made up of 
pieces of cut-up fish. This sturgeon 
with its appetite in good order would 
eat considerably more. 

The clams fed to the sturgeon here 
•re opened, and only the meal is pat 
in tin water, where they fall to the 
bottom, to lie 011 the floor of the pool. 
Swimming over this food the stur- 
geon lakes it up into its month, which 
il on the > under side of its head, by 
suction; it might not come within uu 
pel ur mure of the bottom, but draw 
the dams up all the same. 
[, The aquarium's new big sturgeon 
ft livelier and at the same time more 
Wsitive than theolione, It thrashes 
about more, and tries more often to 
hurt]) out, which it cannot possibly 
do. however, for the water in the pool 
is not deep enough for it to get hold 
and thrust suHicii ntly to enable it to 
jump out. But il splashi b the water 
soemtimes sua- to wet tin llooraround 
the pool. The other big fellow once, 
when it had fungous growths upon its 
body, permitted itself to be scrubbed 
with a scrubbing brush, and even 
seemed to like it. But even were there 
occasion, no such experiments would 
be made with this fish, at present, any- 
way, for such handling would very 
likely frighten it to death. 

It will in all probability become 
more accustomed to captivity; but at 
present 1 it is very sensitive aid easily 
disturbed.

Selling Eggs by Weight. 

Siore eggt vary more or leaa tha 
size, it has been proposed that they 
should be sold by weight rataer 
than by the dozen, which ia the 
usual custom in this country-. Th« 
North Carolina Kxpcriment Station 
in investigating this poinf, re- 
corded the weight of eg-ga per 
dozen and the number produced 
' iring six months by pullets a*d 
old hens of a number of well-knoftu 
breeds and by ducks. GeoeraJiy 
speakinjr, larger egps were laid »y 
nets than by pullets of the taate 
breed. The e^gs laid by Peki-n 
ducka, old and young;, average* 

36.6 ounces per dozen, and wettt 
heavier than those laid by aay 
breed of hens. Ot the difterent 
breeds of hens tested the Urgent 
epgs weighed 28 ounces per dozen, 
and were laid by Light Hrahmaav 
The Black Langshan and Harred 
Plymouth Roc* hens' eggs weighed 
a little over H< ounces per dozen, 
while those laid by Single Comb 
Brown Leghorns, late hatched 
Plymouth Rock. White Wyandotte 
and Buff Cochin bens ranged Irons 

21.7 to 2.V7 ounces per dozen. 

Of the pullets, the heaviest egga. 
(weighing 26 5 ounces per donet) 
were laid by the Black Minorcas, 
the lightest by the Siogle Coanb 
Brown Leghorns and Silver Laced 
Wyandottea. These weighed 17.5 
and 22.1 ounces per dozen, rea- 
pectively.d.The Barred Plymouth 
Rock, White Plymouth Rock* 
White Wyandotte, Black Langshan. 
and Buff Cochin pullets' tggs all 
weighed not far from 24 ounces per 
dozen. As will be seen, the varia- 
tion in the weight of the eggs was 
considerable. In tests carried on 
at the Maine Experiment Station it 
was noticed that eggs from hens 
that laid the greatest number were 
on an average smaller in size than 
those from hens producing fewer 
eggs. The percentage of fertility 
was also less in the former than in 
the latter. 

In the North Carolina test all of 
the eggs, regardless of size, had a 
local market value of 13, l _- centa 
per dozen at the time of the inves- 
tigation. If a dozen Single Comb 
Brown Leghorn pullets' eggs

Mr. Jas. E. Croft, the most promi- 
nent citizen in the northern half of 
Christian county, died at an early 
hour Friday morning, at his hoi 
in Crofton, a town founded by h 
and named in his honor. 
< Mr. Croft has been in bad health 
for several years. Last year he 
had a severe attack of dropsy, from 
which he obtained relief. On the 
23rd of September he suffered a 
stroke of paralysis and since that 
time bad been in a hopeless condi- 
tion. He also had rheumatism of 
the heart and other complications 
which made his recovery impossi- 
ble. 

Jas. hi Croft was born in Chris- 
tian county, Jan. 19, 1839. H« 
was a son of Win. G. and Mary 
McKinney Croft. His father ci 
from South Carolina, coming with 
his grand-father in childhood. His 
grandfather came from England 
and carried on a hatters trade 
when he first came to Kentucky 
and also engaged in farming. 

The subject of this sketch at- 
tended the county schools until he 
was 20 years old and then taught 
school for two years. Later he 
engaged in merchandising at what 
subsequently became the town of 
Crofton. 

When the railroad came, 
Croft laid out the town and erected 
many buildings. He owned and 
operated for years a flour mill, sa 
mill, tobacco factory and mercantile 
establishment. His brother was 
associated with him in the tobacco 
business. 

At his own expense he built a 
handsome school building for his 
town and later became the largest 
stockholder in the Crofton Academy, 
completed in 1883. 

Mr. Croft was married Oct. 2, 
1862, to Miss Elmira E. Bourland. 
They reared four children, two ol 
whom, with the grief-Strieker 
widow, survive him. 

The funeral was preached Satur 
day by Rev. W. B. Wright, pastor 
of the Christian church, of which 
he was a member. The body 
laid to rest in the Croft burying 
ground, one mile from Crofton. The 
deceased was a lifelong and 
sistent member of the Christian 
church and was a leader in church 
matters, as he was in busi 
affairs and steps of progress. 

He was liberal, charitable and 
benevolent and spent money freely 
to build up his toSvn and benefit 
bis people. 

be was a Democrat in politics, 
but was wonderfully popular with 
men of all parties. He was never 
at any time an office-seeker.

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For Scaly Legs. 

Make a saturate solution of 
fresh naphthaline flakes in good 
high test kero sene. Fill a small 
bucket with the solution and dip 
the bird's legs into this solution 
once a week. Four or 
five dippings will usually cure 
the worst cases. After the first 
dipping remove all scales that 
will come away easily. lie care- 
ful to dip only the legs into the 
solution. Do not get it on the 
skin of the thighs, or it will raise 
a blister. Try to avoid soiling 
the feathers with it. I add Vene- 
tian red to the solution as it 
makes it ■tick and colors the legs 
sufficiently to identify, at a 
glance, the birds that have been 
treated. The red stain soon 
wears off. I use only enough 
red to color the solution a good 
red color. It is a safe, simple 
and sure cure used properly. 
But remember that you can kill 
or badly blister fowls with kero- 
sene if you are careless ;md 
sloppy in using it.— Dr. Woods, 
in Poultry Monthly.

Early Layers. 

The breed that evinces a ten- 
dency to early maturity give- its 
indications both in the male and 
female. The cockerel will show the 
red comb and wattles early, and he 
crows as soon as he can. In se- 
lecting young cocks, if we wish to 
increase the desire for early 
laying, we have this rule 
to J4uide us: Take the pullet 
that lays first, and the cock that 
crows the youngest, and watch 
them. If they both develop early 
and push forward rapidly they 
should be retained, provided they 
are not akin. Endeavor to do the 
same the succeeding year. After 
a few seasons the propensity to lay 
will begin early in all the progeny, 
and by continued selection the hab- 
it will become permanently settled 
and the breed improved. — Poultry 
Keeper.
